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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 2-2-04 
has been entered. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 9 and 1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The meets and bounds of claims 9 and 10 cannot be determined in view of the 
terminology "glass powder having lower transition temperature having a glass 
transition temperature". It is not clear if 500°C is required as the transition 
temperature or not. Deleting "having lower transition temperaturewill overcome 
this rejection. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The glass 
used in the instant invention is not defined by a composition and therefor does not 
provide one of ordinary skill in the art with sufficient information to reproduce the instant 
invention. The defining of the glass composition by its tradename is not considered 
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sufficient because a tradename may change over time. Applicants are requested to 
supply a copy of the product information sheets for the tradenames and amend the 
specification to include the composition, at the time of the filing of the application, of the 
glasses defined only by a tradename. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-6 are allowed. The rejection over Bacher is withdrawn in view of the 
declaration submitted by applicant showing Bacher uses a glass having a transition 
temperature greater than 500°C. 

6. Claims 9 and 10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Ryu (6,599,851 ) is cited as prior art of interest however fails to teach or fairly 
suggest the claimed magnesium titanate powder having the specific properties.
